The plan calls for 
sparing these zones from attack 
if they have been verified by 
experts ‘as being not military 
objectives. ; 

Turned Down By Nazis 

Usually retlable informants sald the 
proposal was sent to Germany by 
the Red Cross, but apparently turned 
down becuuse “This war will be a 
total war, in which we are unable to 
take any engagements in advance.”
